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ABSTRACT 

To provide an introduction to processes issues , and 
problems of curricul'um development in functional literacy and 
nonf ormal education, a monograph provides 11 chapters, each followed 
by exercises. The first chapter discusses curriculum development in 
relation to national development. The second chapter covers concepts 
of functional literacy and nonformal education, with particular ^ 
reference to development objectives. A thi rd , chapter presents a model 
of the curriculum development process, including objectives. 
Assessing developmental and educational needs of communities, with 
emphasis on part icipatory strategies , is covered in a fourth chapter. 
In the fifth chapter, the concept of instructional systems design is 
introduced, with elaborat ion on task analysis, learner analysis, and 
learning environment analysis, and including an instructional system 
analyzer. Traini/ng of literacy teachers is described in the sixth 
chapter. T,he se\^enth chapter , cover s a variety of instruct i onal 
materials for functional literacy, with emphasis on message making. 
In the eighth chapter, a plan for establishing learning resource^ 
centers discusses delivery systems for instruct i on/ and instructional 
materials. The ninth chapter provides case studies of projects in 
curriculum development/implementation for functional literacy in 
Brazil, Burma, Colombia, India, Iran, Kenya, Mali, Sudan, Tanzania, 
and Thailand. The tenth chapter discusses curriculum evaluation, and 
the eleventh covers training for curriculum development, including a 
workshop description and questionnaire. (MH)

Unfortunately, the process of cur r ii;u Iniu 
devel opmenl: was not always systematic: cnrricular tlcicisions 
and choices of instructional activities were based on intui- 
tion, and corrected throuj^h a j)rot:ess of trial and error, 
Surely, there were instances when curriculum development 
was, more or less, deliberate and systematic hut nobody 
wrote abou t the exper i enc c , to sha re it wi th others. 

Understandably, there is n relative paucity of litera- 
ture on the sub j ec t of curr icu I urn tleve lopmtMi t in the ou c-of - 
schoo I se 1 1 in^s of func t io na I literacy antl nt)nf onnn I ediica ~ 
cion.

No woiidcr tfien that 'Developmont evorywhorG In the do- 
veloplnR world must involve both (a) a course of action , 
and (b) g_ courge of study . This may be taken to be the 
basic grammar of Developmental action: Developmental action 
must always be accompanied by educational action. In other 
words, Development, everywhere in the. ;<rorld, must have an 
educational component, if it has to be sustained. Develop- 
ment mu3t be accomp'anied by curriculum development. 

Cu rriculum develo pm ent: a model of vertical linkag e s 

The relationship betv;een "the course of action" (De- 
ve^lopmenc) and "the course of study" (Education) can be 
understood through an exjmination of the model of vertical 
linkages shown on the fo llowing page . TKe model shows how • 
the process of curriculum development is linked, on the one 
hand, with national socio-economic Development and, on the 
other hand? with the design of instLUctional systems and 
instructional materials. 

Let us elaborate on the various elements of the model 
below : 

Ha t ional Development: ' 

The meanings of Development (with the capital "D") have 
indeed been elabora ted in a preced ing paragraph . Essen tla 1 ly ,

Devplopmental needs of societies of the Third V/orld 
iire botfi similar and dissimilar. A recent workshop on cur- 
rtciil^Jm development in nonf orma I education organir>ed by^ the 
Indian Adult Educat ion Assoc la t ion (Mysore, October 15-18, 
1976) listed Devejopmental needs in India as increase of 
incomes; health and nutritional, improvement; qualitative 
improvement of the family condition; and participative in- 
volvement in society and polity at various levels. The ILO 
World Conference on Employment, Income Distribution and 
Social Progress, attended by 115 Third World countries, a 
few months earlier (June A- 17, 1976) had agreed that\t1ie 
goals of in tegra ted "Development must include: '.'minimum re- 
quirements of a family for private consumption and drinking 
water, sanitation, public transportation, health, educational 
and cultural facilities." Others have used different words 
and phrases but expressed the same dire needs which seem so 
far out of reach of most people living in the Third World. 
To mal:e both a sense of urgency and of realism to prevail, 
some have talked of the minimum basic needs-.^ 

But while there is a core of basic human needs that 
must be fulfilled, each country or region does have special 
needs peculiar to country or region, sometimes peculiar to 
the community. The challenge lies In determining these needs,

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'and vaLidacing.them. in local contexts, in genuine dialogue 
with the people we' seek to serve. 

0^_oh Xectives and strate^i_es . In Che model of vertical 
relationships between Development and curriculum development, 
we have included two important concepts: objectives and 
stra^c^ies. We have talked of Development objectives and 
Development strategies; and we have talked of Educational 
objectives and Educational strategies. The point to be made 
here is that Development is a matter both of objectives and 
strategies^ of both means and ends. Nations must not only 
decide what needs to be done, but also how it will be done. 
In other words, Che quality of Development efforts in a 
country or society is determined not only by Developmental 
objectives but also by Developmental strategies. 

l.ec us take an example from East Africa, of the two 
neighbouring covantries of Kenya and Tanzania, to clarify 
the important role of strategy in Development. Both of 
these countries can be seen to have almost similar Develop- 
mental objectives in regard to improving the lives of their 
peoples in rural and urban areas. However, their Develop- 
mental strategies differ in some important ways. In Kenya, 
individual initiative is encouraged and rewarded; in Tanza- 
nia, it is the "Arusha Declaration" C^iat sets the tone for 
poUclcal. social and economic life in Che counCry. In 
Kenya, ic is, perhaps, the "Ndegwe Commission Reporc" chat 
sets Che Cone. 

lb' 
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The "Arushn Doc Inr a tion , '* as wn pcrhnps know, goiighr. 
to establish a code of behavior for leadership in Tanzania, 
incUidinp political lenders and admin Istrntors above a cer- 
tain level in the governmGnt. An important part of the 
"Arusha Declaration" was the prohibition against two incomes 
by loadprship in Tanzania. Mo one could thus amass wealth 
by Joinlhp, par tner s!i ips , getting elec ted to boards of d i- 
rRCtors of private and public companien, or buying homes 
and fnrms. The s tra tegy ijnplications for Development in 
Tanzania are obvious. The "Arusha Declarntion"-.tells us 
about how wealth will be produced -and how it will be dis- 
tributed. 

In Kenya, the "Ndegwe Cotnmission Report," while making 
recommendations in regard to the Kenyanizat ion of the eco- 
nomy, had suggested that Kenyan leadership and bureaucracy 
be encouraged to participate in the economy and be allowed 
to acquire In teres ts in bus iness and industry. The argument 
was as follows: Political independence was meaningless un- 
less it was accompanied by economic independence , At the 
time of Independence, most means of production and most 
businesses were in the hands ex pa t r ia t es , Asian and Wh i t e . 
Kenyans had to be encouraged to participate in the economy 
f u I ly , by acquir ing bus Ines ses and es tabl ishing Indus tries , 
But most Kenyans who had the education and experience and 
the po t ent ia 1 for par tic ipa ting in the economy at tha t level 
were already working for the government or in parastatal 
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organ i znl ions . "tun e for t , go v er lUiujiit .serv.in I s and LMrip loyeea 
of parastaCai oLganiza c ion as well as polilical leaders had 
to be allowed and indeed encouraged to participate in the 
economy of the country. Here tlien, we have a very different 
strategy wltli a very different sot of implications for the 
genera I Deve lopiiien tn I strategies ; anil in regard to the pro- 
diictiun aiid distribution of wealtli in clie country. 

One can find fur t lie r examplcii of ob J ec tive- s tra tegy 
combinations (or, to use ano ther phra e , o f the means-ends 
ca I evil u,s es) in the a r ea of na t iona I Developmen t eac li of 
whicli will create in a particular country, a particular kind 
of a p<:)litical cultiire and a. social ethos; a unique set of 
economic and non-economic incentives; and a style of doing 
bu.siness an(i performing work native tcj tlie coiiuiuinity. 

Sec tor Deve lo[)inent 

fJational l)eveloi)ment , as we liave discussed it above, 
is comprehensive and a 1 1 - encoinpa s s i ng . It should possibly 
touch the lives of all the members of a society, in all the 
Various aspec ts— pol itica I , social, economic, educational, 
cultural and moral. Naturally, Development requires con- 
tributions from economists , . agr icu I tar is ts , manuf ac tur ers , 
industr ial ists , engineers , bridge builders , educators , coin- 
munica tion specialists, from v;r iters , drama t is ts , doc tors , 
public health workers, fanuly planners and many others. 

To be able to work on their particular tasks and to do 
their special ii:ed jobs, these people who constitute an 
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Important p-irt of tlie mnnpowcr for DnvolopinGnl: , must organ- 
ize thcmsnlvG3 in difforpnt systems of specinl sectors, 
Educiitors must work within the eMucntlon sector; ngronomlsts 
and soli specialists must work within the agricultural sec- 
tor; doctors, public health workers, family planners and 
nutritionists must work within the health sector, and so 
on. The Fip.ure 1.2 that follows should help in the visuali- 
zation of how Development must often be tackled as divided 
'nto different sectors; and how, in turn, differenc sectors 
contribute, ultimately, to the overall national Development, 
We have talked above of how, at the national leyel,

' \ 

tlons to bo pursued. At the sector level, again, specialists 
working in a^particular Development sector, must design their 
own special obj ect ive- strategy combinations. These must, 
of course, be congruent with the general choice of means 
and ends made by national leadership at the national level. 

Ideally, sector Development in each sector should inter- 
act with Development in other sectors. Each should build 
upon the other, wherever possible; and each must contribute 
to a common thrust. Unfortunately, this does not always 
happen. Each sector becomes inward- looking and insular , 
quite often an empire unto itself. In such a situation, 
Development workers in one sector may start working at cross- 
purposes with workers in the other sectors. That would be 
a prescript Ion for disaster.

Sector DevelopmGnt, ns defined above, is itsGlf quite 
comprehGnqive. Sector Development in the agricultural sec- 
tor, for example, would mean many tilings: undertaking watGr 
development projGCts; distributing new agricultural informa- 
tion through extGnsion; training of extGnsion workers; gs- 
tablishment of agricultural credit banks; establishing dis- 
tribution channels for fertilizers and new seed varieties; 
constructing rural feeder roads; and establishing mnrkGting 
cooperatives, and needed marketing facilities. 

Similarly, in the health sector, DGvelopment would mean 
distributing hGalth information; establishing health clinics 
promoting hnalth research; providing pre-nat;il and post- 
natal earn for mothers; teaching chtldcare; nutrition, etc. 
In other words, to implement soctor Development, multiple 
programs must be established and nitmGrous special projects 
must be designed for implementation. 

It is not always easy to distingui.nh between a program 
and a project. A program could, perhaps, be seen a.s a more 
or Igss regular, mainstream activity^ comprehGns ive in 
coverage, more flexibly bounded in terms of completion 
time; and, porh^ps^ better institutionalized in regard to 
the delivery system and budg*3t allocations. A project, on 
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the oiUiir haiul, may be tiusigiied to siippliiinenc or l)OoaC an 
on-goini5 pi-ograiii. iL may, thus, be a mure aharply focuased 
i^ctivi.ty, with claimu to i:inuvatiun. I L may liava wciU- 
dct'ined tar^',els, may have a strictly dtifincd schtidule tor 
starting and closing; and it may be a temporary system (in- 
stead of a stable, and permanent organization) which has 
btjen l)r()iight into uxistence simply to test an idea, or to 
inten'iify an effort. 

At the iovel of programs and projects, v/u will, again, 
have to deal with tlie same calcoluses of means and ends, 
of objective and strategy combinations. Program developers 
and project designers have to be careful in regard to the 
objective and strategy combinations designed for programs 
anct [)rojects so that these are congruent witli the spirit 
of objective-strategy combinations at the sector Development 
1l»vgI and at tlie national level. 

Sin^ l e- sector a nd mu 1 1 j.2£ecJLm_i)ro^i'ai ns an d proj ects . 
The ilivision of Development tasks in temis of sectors, 
helps Development workers to organize their work and make 
their specializoil contributions to the Development of the 
nation. Thus, agr icul tor i s t s can spend their time in study- 
ing agricultoral problems, researching them, identifying 
farming needs, studying soil and weather conditions, pro- 
viding storage fcicilities, etc. Similarly, health workers 
and health scientists can spend Llieir time in investigating 
health problem;., researching them to flml remedies, building

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hospltnlf; and clinics, trnlnlnp; doctors nnd nvir nnd 
so on. 

Hilt wlillc, n governniGnt a I bur oaiic racy can be divided 
into depar tir.Giits and ministries, the man at the other end 
of the Development process should not he segmented to suit 
the ministerial divisions and departmental categories. The 
farmer In the village, the slum dweller In the shantytown, 
the worker In the factory or the house-wife at home needs 
Integra ted services as a whole Individual or as a represent- 
ative of a family. The beneficiary of the Development pro- 
cess wants and needs to be treated as one, whole Individual. 
Many different Development workers each dealing with only 
a part of the Individual, creates confusion, helplessness 
and, sometiinen, anger. Incieed, some objectives simply cannot 
be fulfilled within the confines of one particular sector. 

Take the examples of such programs and projects as 
water resources development, feeder roads construction, in- 
dustrial health, environmental education, functional liter- 
acy and , of course , community Development . Figure 1.3 on 
the next page (which -Is an extension of Figure 1.2 In- 
cluded earlier), shows how dl.fferr.it sectors have col- 
laborated to produce these multi-sector projects and pro- 
grams . 

Curriculum development 

As we go from the stage of program/project development 
to the process of curriculum development, we make an Important

Curriculum development, then, Is 
the process of designing a course of study according, to a 
set of requirements. The essential task Is, again, to de- 
velop a calculus of educational means and educational ends; 
to develop effective, anri ideologically acceptable, combina- 
tions of educational objectives and educational strategies.

Ta sk ana ly s is . Learning tasks have proper tie s that 
will pre -determine how some Curr icu lar content can or cannot 
be taught to a specified learner group. For example, one 
cannot teach someone to swim by simply lecturing to him 
on swinun ing . The task of teach iiig/ learning sw inun Ing reqti ir es

Af>a I n , one cntino t teach someone new a 1 1 i. tud es and values 
by merely ta Ik inp, a bou t li' t^m . One ma y , of course, dissect 
old values and tai)Oos and show how untenable they are; but 
one may also have to emotionalize Issues, dramatize them, 
Loucfi not only tl^e learners beads but also their hearts. 
The learnin;^ task Iiere would demanci that certain instruc- 
tional npproaclies bn followed in clear preference to some 
other s . 

Finally, human knowledge seems to have a structure of 
its own which cannot be flouted or negleoterl. One cannot 
teach long and' d iff Icul t words first and simple ones later . 
One cannot teach divisions first and additions and subtrac- 
tions later. One must first learn to use tlie saw and the 
hammer before learning to be a cabinet maker. In home- 
crafts, one must first learn to knit or weave simpler de- 
signs before learning to be ar t y-cra f t y . experienced 
teachers and scholars have suggest ed that a I \. subjec t s 
(.sociology, psychology, civics, agriculture, connnunica tlon , 
curriculum development) can be seen to liave their own inner 
s t rue tur es and the ir own genera tlve pr inc iples . Tliey sugges t 
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Lh.iL tlie sul)iccf: inaLLcr In cacli of these d 1 sc 1 (> I 1 iie s can be 
organized in layers and se(iuenc<is whicli uiuiit: 1)0 lospected 
while teaching Lheise disciplines.

l.earniny^ eiiv i roni nent ana iya is . l-inaJ'y, aa part of the 
instructional development process, we iniis. .:ake an analysis 
of the enviroujuent in which learning will take [)lace. Kn- 
viroruiient is a difficult concept to define and, sometimes, 
instructional developers have been satisfied with analy;iing 
the iiianediate environment of the particular classroom or of 
the particular group- se tt ing in wiiicii learning takes place. 
Is tlie enviroimient physically couif or tai) I e and pleasing? Is 
it psyclio log ica 1 ly supportive or highly competitive and. 
therefore, inlvibitive of learning? 

Other educators, especially those working In out-of- 
school settings, liave interpreted environment more broadly. 
They include iK)t only the immediate environment of the class 
room or tlie group- s et t ing but also the environment of the 
coiimmnity and, indeed, the cultural ethos. They like to 
ask questions about the social rewards or political punish- 
ment that might come with learning. Strange as il niay seem,

The needed 
technological base does not ex^.sfc-;' and, IndGod, both teachers 
and learners would f ind highly techno logical sys tems unac- 
ceptable. What WG would need, however, is a variety of In- 
structional materlal.s which can be used by the teacher or 
group leader to imp lement the curr leu lum . 

These materials In the field of functional literacy 
would be primers, graded books, follow-up reading materials, 
news sheets and rural newspapers; drill cards, flashcarda,

Hor i zon tal linlca ^e s in the curriculum development process 

We live in a mu 1 1 i- cur r icu I ar wor id. At home , our 
parents are teaching us a curriculum; in the street, our 
peers ; in the scliool , our teacliers . There is the media 
cur r iculuiii taught to us by the radio and TV . Po I itica 1 
leaders, l)usine S5 bo uses , r e 1 ig iou s leaders , adver t iser s 
all have curricular plans for us. Some teach us humanism , 
some Ujaama, some Islamic socialism; some offer us safe 
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condvic t to hnnv on , somo tcncli ur; 1 ns tnnt: fin t; Is fnc L Ions . 
Thr?re nrn "apparent curr tcu la" nnd r.lierp nrn "the htdflon cur 
rlculn" of our In s 1 1 tut lonn . 

As thofiG working, on a spec In 1 prof;r;mi or pro j o.c t of 
fiincttonnl litorncy or nonforinnl education, v;o may bo one 
more voico amonR many voIcgr; ourn might be one more cur- 
riculum nmouf, many. Hopefully, the curriculum we offer 
would !)e sy stoma ti.cal ly der tv'ed from agreed upon na t ion a 1 
agendas; would be better focusfled on a particular group or 
groups; and, better taught. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that our curriculum may be one of the curricula 
to whicli our client group is being subjected. Strong or 
weak, active or dormant, existing or potential linl'.ages 
may exist whlcli must be taken into consideration. (See 
Figure 1.6 on tlie next page.) 

Cur riculum development as a techno-pol itica I pro - 
cess . Having examined the curriculum development proces.s

AnothL'.r point ecpjally central to the coni:e[)t of iunc- 
CLonai literacy is its compr elien^iive nature. Ic is conipre- 
litM.^.ive ill Clie sense tliaC it ia really a program of fulL 
Development. Uaturally. it looks at tlie total man even 
tliouf^h it builds its program on the betiroc.k of economic 
motivations. It does include nucri.Cion education, health 
and family life education, cooperative education, civic and 
political educa tion . 
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Both of th G5?e con tra I nspec t.s of thn concop t of f unc - 
tlonril liUGrncy — integration and comprGhons ivGnoiis — are 
presentGd in tlm p£jia^l.^ra^ included on the iipxt papG. As 
c.in he fjGnn. somG major Gconomic activity is at the CGntGr 
of thG functional literacy prop,ram. This could be cotton 
growing in one region of a country, maize growing in anothGr 
and cattle-raining in another. It shouLci not mean that in 
one functional Literacy project there is room for Just one 
economic activity. There sliOuld be one major economic ac- 
tivity bi!t the project could relate jto other secondary or 
supplementary economic activities at the same time. Again, 
note tlie relationships between the 3R's and the economic 
activity at- the core of tliG petalgraph. Learning of reading, 
writing and aritlimettc should take place, according to the. 
cone ept of func tional I iteracy , as an organic par t of the 
major economic activity. The teams used In the pr iiner , for 
instance, will have to be based on the major economic ac- 
tivity. 

But there is more In a functional literacy project t!ian 
the 3R's and the teaching of skills in a major economic ac- 
tivity. The program Is supposed to be wfiole and comprehen- 
sive. It is supposed to include nutrition and childcare, 
better Iiouslng, liealth and hygiene, kitchen gardening, 
cooperative education, ca t t le- farming , citizenship and 
political cd uca t ion . To teach all these various elements, 
we will not have to write primers on each of tfiese areas. 
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Thc?re will be only one primer (or onp primer series) th^it 
Is bu ilt ri round the maj or economic theme . Other jnn ter id I 
will hriVG to be taught by using non-print media while tha 
Iprirnnrs am. still illlternte or semi-lit or ate; and printed 
Icnflets and books as well when they have become literate. 

UNESCO 's second thou R hts on functional lit eracy . After 
a decado of orthodoxy about the central role of economic 
motivations, UHESCO seems to have veered to the position 
fhat an economic activity, perhaps, need not always be at 
the corn of a functional literacy program. They are now 
talking of cultural approaches to be equally significant. 
The cultural approach today has become the approach of 
cu Itura I trans forma t ion . Thu.q everyone today is talking of 
literacy for conscientization . The Declaration of Perse - 
polis on Literacy , easily the most important statement of 
the present decade on tho purposes and strater.ies for liter- 
acy in the developing world: 



Considered literacy to be not just the process of 
learning the skills of read ing , wr t r Ing and ar ithme- 
tic, but a contribution to the liberation of man and 
to his full development. Thus conceived, literacy 
creates the conditions for the acquisition of a 
critical consciousness of the contradictions of so- 
ciety in which man lives and of its aims; it also 
s t Imula tes ini t ia t ive and his par tic Ipa t ion in the 
creation of projects capable of acting upon the wo r Id , 
of transforming it, and of defining the alms of an 
authentic human development. It should open the way 
to a mastery of techniques and human relations. 
Literacy is not an end in itself. It is a fundamental 
human r i glit . 
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' YUti Dec ill Liuu ot Pur acpo 1 Is callud literacy an es- 
sential instrument: for all social change, chougli not the 
only jne.ins of lil)erat:ion of peoples. IL went: on to list 
what die most: favorable s t:ruc t:ur e would be for Clie ac- 
compl islunen t: of literacy programs: 

- Those tlui t , from t:lie pol i L ica 1 po in t of vi ew , t:end 
to bring about the effective par t ic i pa t i on o f every citizen 
in decision-making at all levels of social life: in eco- 
nomics, politics and culture. 

- Those that, from tlie economic point of view, aim at 
an endogenous and liannonious development of society, and 
not at blind and dependent growth. 

- rhose tliat, from tlie social pt)lnt t)f view, do not 
result in making educatioii a class privilege and a means 
of r eprothic ii]g established Inerarcliies and orders. 

- Tliose tliat, from the professional point of view, pro- 
vide communities with genuine control over the teclinologles 
they wish to use. 

- Those that, from the institutional point of view, 
favor a concerted approach and permanent co-operation among 
the au thor i t ie s r e spons ible for ba s ic services (agr icul tur e . 
welfare, health, family planning, etc.). 

One sliou Id no te tl^e definite sli i f t away from a pre- 
occupation witl] work-orientation and economic skills, though 
the economic needs of the community to whom literacy is of- 
fered are not neg lec t ed . 'Li t eracy becomes a political act; 
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participation becomefl the esaeiitial condition. Than to con- 
duct a proRrnm of f unc t iona I literacy, one would not have 
to focus on the oconom ic skills; consc innt 1 za t ion co u id move 
into the inner circle of the pot a l^rapli ; and the 3R ' s cou Id 
ho taught because of and tlirough po 1 1 1 lea 1 tliemes of I lb era - 
t ion from the oppress ive realities surrounding t!ie illiter- 
a to . , 

Fun ctional literacy and social change 

The concept of functional literacy makes important as- 
sumptions and provisiona for the transfer of education and 
innova t ioTi f rom proj ec t clients to the community in general, 
TliG group of learnerji covered in the project is supposed to 
influence othrars in tlie community who have not been directly 
involved in literacy programs. Those covered In the project 
are supposec! to generate processes — economic, social and 
cul tura 1 — tha t would lead to the co 1 lec t ive good . Aga in , 
"graduates" of the functional literacy program ara suppose! 
to become independent learners in a learning society. These 
relations 111 ps are shown graphically in Figure 2.2 on the 
next page. 

Tlir ee d t f f er ont s tr earns of in struct ion are shown : the 
3R's stream, the ski lis- learning stream and the general edu- 
cational stream, using electronic nnd folk media.

The preceding discussion of the theory and history of 
the concept of functional literacy should have clarified 
for us as to what is a functional literacy project and what 
might be something else. It should have given us some ideas 
in rep,ard to choices of objectives and of instructional 
strategies in designing work-oriented literacy programs or 
for undert/iking programs of literacy for consc ien t iza tion , . 

What Is nonformal educatio n? 

Professor Russell Kleis of the Michigan State Univer- 
sity in a paper written for the Program of Studies in Uon- 
Formal Education of the Michigan State University proposed 
this dof in i t ion o f non forma I educa t ion : 

Mon-fonnal education is any intentional and systematic 
enterprise (usually outside of traditional schooling) 
in which content, media, time units, admission criteria, 
staff, facilities and other system components are se- 
lected and/or adapted for particular students, popu- 
lations or situations in order to maKimize attainment 
of the learning mission and minimize maintenance con- 
5 tra in ts of the sys tem . 

He thon goes on to provide 13 different characteristics 
of nonform<il education (MFE) as follows:

The pro ceding l.i a researcher's definition and nna lysis 
of the concppt of iionformal education. We mny alno look 
at a practitioner's definition. Tho 28th All India Adult 
Education Conference, held in Jabnlpur in October 1975. de- 
fined nonformal education to comprise "any orp,anised edu- 
cational or training activity for school dropouts, for 
illiterate rural and urban adults, for youth, for women or 
for industrial workers aimed at Improving their employment 
or income earning po ten tla I , or giving them genera I educa- 
tlon v/lilch in some cases, as desired, may help them re-enter 
the formn I educa tlon s tr eams . " Non- forma I od\icn t ion pro- 
gran.s , according to the same report, have to be "learner 
centered, need-based, open-ended and flexible in training 
and methods and composed of an Infinite variety of curricula 
and reading materials." 

Before under taking an ana lys Is of non forma I educa t ion 
in terms of objectives and strategies Involved In its 
planning and implementation, we should tackle another prac- 
tical issue and ask the question: !Iow does nonformal edu- 
cation differ from:

Some, not without good reason, would ask the same 
qiiestioti about youth programs and military service. 

One could reproiluce here the typical definitions for 
each of the above program areas and show how the various 
definitions do over lap with each other. In F igure 2.3 on 
the next page, we have attempted a geonieCriza tion of mu- 
tual relationships between these program areas. We look 
at life- long educa t i on , adu I C educat, ion and non forma 1 edu- 
cat'on as names for activities that /are almost congruent.

In a functional literacy program in the 
Persepolis mode, the central theme Jnd, 
therefore, the content may be the 
teaching of critical consciousness. 

The setting of learning niay be the class- 
room, an informal group, a more formal- 
ized discussion group; ic rnay be the 
field or the place of vork or worship; 
it may oe the street corner or the mar- 
ket place; learning may take place with- 
in a peer group, within the family; it 
may be offered individually or through 
correspondence .

Once again, we must return to the Instructional System 
Analyzer, the Table in Chapter 5, namely, "Considerations 
for Instructional Systems Design: The Case of Functional 
Literacy." Tlie same parameters and concepts must now be used 
for elaborating the curriculum and the instructional needfj 
of literacy teachers. One cannot think of training literacy 
teachers in a vacuum. Training of personnel such as liter- 
acy teachers must take place within Che context of a par- 
ticular literacy program, and in relation to the Job to be 
done in particular conunun i t i es , at a particular time and 
place. In designing instructional systems, first, for func- 
tional literacy and, then, for the training of functional 
literacy teachers, we are relating to the same one universe 
of action. The two instructional systems must be in inter- 
face with each other. Thus in designing a training system 
for literacy teachers, curriculum developers will have to

needs and interests of adult learners. The materials cur- 
rently in use have been revised and modified several times 
since they were originally prepared in 196:^. All revisions 
have been based on problems encountered during the teaching- 
learning process by both teachers and learners. The process 
,of on-going evaluation allows for the participation of the 
'committees at different levels in the revision and "reinvent 
ing" of the curriculum. 

The teaching methodology neither attempts to teach 
nor requires the adult learner to learn all 33 symbols in 
the Burmese alphabet. Instead, only the simplest and most 
.commonly used symbols are taught. The method takes the 
learners straight into the symbol- sound production stage 
instead of requiring them to spell out or name the letter 
before producing the sound it represents. It is felt that 
•such an approach gives adult learners an immediate sense 
of achievement . 

Major problems arising out of the campaign are those 
related to staffing,- to finance, and to curriculum develop- 
ment. There is a lack of professionally trained teachers, 
supervisors and co-ordina tors for the literacy campaign. 
The voluntary nature of the teaching staff and the short 
period of clme given to their training are seen, as major 
areas for improvement .

Adul't Functj.onnl Education Pilot Project, 
R isara Ida Department , Co lonibja C 
AntGcendent.q for the Adult Functional Education Pilot 
Project can be found in earl icr national and internationally 
sponsored projects and training programmes. In the late 
I960' s and early I970*s, adiilt education gained proininance 
in Colombia but no effective way could be Found, for mobilizing 
'^exis::ing national resources to resolve the problem of illiter- 
acy which' is greatest among tlie rural poor and marginal city 
dwe 1 ler s . 

In 1973,. the Ministry of I^ducatlon decided to concentrate 
its resources in one department, Ri.qarnlda, in orcier to deal 
with the educational problems of the rural poor. Risaralda 
was chosen because of the high degree of co-operation al- 
reridy existing between inhabitants of tlie department and 
regional institutions and Initiative taken by adult education 
departmental agencies in f ac i 1 1 tri a t Ing the inception of a 
special programme. 
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Plaimeis felL Lluit functional literacy could be the 
answer: general knowledge must be tied to vocational train- 
ing. Educational programmea must prepare the learner for 
work within his or her enviromnent and for playing a social, 
civic and economical role that would go beyond the limita- 
tions of rudimentary literacy. The programme was designed 
as a three year pilot project of which the major objectives 
were: to intensify existing activities which would. help re- 
duce illiteracy in the Department; to integrate Basic Edu- ^ 
cation teams more 'fully into community development and adult- 
edncaiion work; to begin functional literacy training; to 
encourage more effective co-ordination among agencies working 
in the field of adult education and community development; 
and to improve didactic materials and work toward the ex- 
pansion of the total project. 

The pilot project was' to be carried out by basic edu- 
cation teams which were composed of an educator, an agri- 
cultural expert, and health and home economics workers. 
The teams, which. had received special trailing in field 
operational seminar situations, were responsibl^s for the 
design and conduct of needs assessment in their respective 
contmunities. the identification of problem areas, and the 
production and testing of teaching materials and activities. 
Each team co-ordinated its work with r egional s ta f f of the 
Ministry of Education and with municipal and village literacy 
coinmi ctees.

Demons trnClon allowed the nesrsion co sCnrC 
f rom a real s i Cua t Ion us Ing tlic oh nervation and interpre- 
tation of a fact, situation or activity that was p^enuinely 
intersting to the adults. Conceptualisation allowed the 
session to analyse a specific fact or situation dealt with 
in the demonstration using dialogue, analysis, reflection, 
and discussion in addition to abstract symbols, that is, 
^>rrltinp, and mathematics. Practice by the advilts allowed 
them to develop their skills, attitudes and aptitudes re- 
garding the subject dealt with in the demonstration. The aim 
of sucli a methodology was to make the adult return to his 
own renlity with his behavior altered — spontaneou.^ly and 
consciou5?ly using what lic had learnefl. 

Haterials developed for tlie project in(^luded individual, 
reading slieets which drew upon linp.uistic surveys made nt 
the time of needs assessment. The didactic structure of the 
sheets c omb ined ana ly t ica I method and were d es ip,ned to a id 
the ins t rue tor in his or her teaching task. The team also 
learned to make and use reading charts for different levels 
of new readers. Members learned to structure experience 
charts to stimulate participants in their reading, writing 
and compositions.

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All materialfi developed troc the pilot proisansne followed 
a series of basic tasks which were planned In the following 
way: formulation of draft inscriunonta; testing, and revision 
nC iniJtriiinonts ; Instrument ud j js Linen t and final rcirmu la t i oii ; 
content ami presentation provision; reproduction of necessary 
amount; ai^d on-site use. 

The Kisaralda pilot project was considered innovative 
and successful in the ways in which it was able to co-ordinate 
activities and join the efforts of the different sectors which 
had been working separately on similar prograinnies , The 
techniques used in the Risaralda project offered specialized 
methodological training for the fundamental education team 
staff as well as training in developing and using suitable 
materials. Progranune organizers considered the most iniportant 
innovation to be the practical application of a methodology 
propagated by UNESCO at the theoretical level. 

Participants rated the methodology highly. They pointed 
to its simplicity and clarity and Co the fact that it made 
learning easy. The integration of theory and practice, 
Che relationship between teacher and learner, the work done 
in groups, and the participation of women in the prograinine 
were other positive aspects of the progranune which were 
noted.

Hon- forma 1 Education Project for Rurril Women In Mnhbub- 
nngar District, Andhr a Pradesh , Ind ia 

During che past three decades , the Government of Ind la 
and private organizations within the country have attempted 
so vera 1 educa tiona I pro j ec ts geared to the needs o f pr egnant 
atid lactating mothers and to new born children. Despite 
these efforts, the results have fallen short of the targets 
which were set and malnutrition among mothers and children, 
high rates of foetal deaths during pregnancy and other pro- 
blems of maternal and clilld health continue to present major 
obs tac los , 

The Social Development Council of India, a premier so- 
cial science research organization, has long been concerned 
about the problemrs of materna I and child hea Ith . In 1971. 
staff member wlio have reviewed the W(?rl': done and being done 
In Ind la In the f 1 elds of f unc 1 1 ona 1 1 1 terac y and materna I 
and chil(] health, nutrition anrl family planning came to 
the conclusion that an integrated approach was necessary 
for tackling the problem. It was also found that there was 
concurrence with the policies of the Government of India 
that also favoured Integra ted programmes . It was noted that 
one of the major barriers to tlie development of Integrated 
programmes of education, health and nutrition was the low 
level of literacy among rural women, which was as low as 
12. 97. In 1971, 
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For cliese reasons , die Counc i 1 C hong he t ha C an oxper i- 
rnencal project: chat would cesc Che ef f ec c iveness of funccional 
liceracy linked Co che subjecC areas of healch and nucrlclon, 
along wlcli incegraced services, would be a way Co proceed. 
The experimencal programme was in opera c ion from 197 2 Co 
1975 and was designed Co invesclgace che mosc effective way 
of bringing a basic package of maceinal and child healch 
services Co che chree niosc vulnerable groups in rural areas: 
pregnane women, laccacing mochers and young children. The 
projecc was supporced by UNICEF and sponsored hy che DeparC- 
menc of Social Welfare of che Governmenc of India, Ic was 
of cwo phases, che first involving eighc villages, and che 
second which was expanded to include 22 villages, * 

The projecc was conducted in Mahbubnagar district <^f 
Andhra Pradesh in che souch of India in an area which is 
droughc prone and considered socially backward. Female 
liceracy in che area was only 47«. ^ 

The basic package of incegraced services offered by che 
progranmie had chree componencs: an educacional programme 
to arouse che incerest of rural women in problems relating 
Co pregnancy, childbirch, laccacion, child healch and Co 
focus cheir accention on practical problems; a medical pro- 
gramme which offered ancenacal, nacal and postnatal services 
to mothers and infants; and a supplementary feeding pro- 
gramme to bridge the most critical nutritional gaps in the 
diets of pregnant women, lactating mothers and young children.

Detailed needs assessment was conducted in order to 
identify problen^s relating to maternal, and child health, to 
nutrition, to family planning and to literacy. Surveys in- 
cluded a grcup survey, nn individual survey and an explora- 
tory dietary investigation. The group survey involved 2^*1 
women In 27 vlllinges. In this way, community norms ot: a 
variety of Information was assessed. For t^ie individual 
problem survey, contact was made with 7 or 8 women each in 
21 villages. Tlie object of this survey was to gather as 
much inConiiatlon as possible about nutritional and health 
practices so that results covild be vised in the preparation 
of et^ucational materialn . Some of the Interviews were tape- 
recorded so that linguists could determine the syntax and 
structure of the local dialect. This again was used in the 
preparation of materials. Results of the dietetic survey 
were used for the feeding programme. 

A workshop was conducted in order to develop the curricu- 
lum fo^ir non-formal and functional literacy prografrtmes . 
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Par tie ipaiit s inc ludud 1 Cer s , 1 inguisLs , atiiil t eJuca cor a , 
photographers, resource persons, consulCanCs and dlrocCing 
staff of the project. Findings of the survey were uuide 
ava i 1 ab le i:o those par r. ic ipa t ing in the v;orkshup . Ma ter ia la 
were developed along a problem so Iving approach. Mater ials 
developed included 17 sets of cards, each h^^.ving three to 
five cards, for use in functional literacy classes, teacher 
related materials, a source book on each topic discussed, 
flash cards, photographs, charts and posters. 

In .idd it ion , f ive fo Ider s \'a'i t ten in s iniple language 
on the main problem areas of the curriculum were also used 
as neo-llterate reading materials. It was envisaged that 
literacy training around maternal and child health including 
imparting of knowledge would lead to changes in attitudes 
and adoption of better practices. 

The non- forma 1 educa tlon programme was defined as a 
d is cuss ion- cum- demons tra t ion programme structured spec if ic ally 
to' meet the needs of mother s . The materials for this pro- 
gramme consisted of a discussion guide, a lesson plan and 
visual aids like photographs, charts and posters. The 
teaching strategy involved showing the visuals to partici- 
pants and then having a discussion around the inessage in 
the visual, with the group then considering solutions to the 
problem ami possible action to be taken. 

The main functionaries of the two programmes were health 
educator s and f uncc iona 1 1 iteracy teachers . Spec ia 1 tra In ing 
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programmes were nrrnngecl for all field personnel. Initial 
training ?eSKloiis were found to be wenk and special materials 
were designed to supplement thl<i training. 

Materials were tested on a continuous basis. Ifi tbe 
first phase of tbe programme, tbe curriculum w;ig prepared 
on the basis of problems that were culled from the individual 
>jtnd group problem surveys, tbe dietary survey and from the 
taped interviews. Thereafter, a fendback systom evaluated 
each lesson of tbe curriculum for revision or possible 
mod if lea t ion , 

The experience of the first phase further helped in 
rev is ing the materials. Three factors were taken into con- 
slderation indeclding upon the content of the lesson: the 
capac 1 ty of learners to rec eive and ass imila t e in forma t ion ; 
inherent handicaps that arose due to the social and economic 
conditions in which the par t ic ipant .q lived; and the potential 
and the limitation of the educators in understanding the in- 
forma t ion con ta ined in the les son plans and the ir ability 
to use it effect ively. Continuous feedback ensured evalua- 
tion of each stage of the curriculum development process 
and the pr eparat ion of ma t er ia Is . 

V. Iran 

The Experimental Functional Literacy Project for the 
Soc ia I and Economic Promo t ion of Rura 1 V^omen , Saveb 
Sharestan, Iran 
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Despite literacy activities In Iran during Che past 
thirty years, the rate of illiteracy among rural women rer 
uiatna high. Inadequate levels of education among women and 
Che traditional attitudes towards their role in society 
has result ed in a low ra te of economic part ic i pa t ion of 
Iranian women. 

Rea 1 iz ing the importance of promo t ing literacy among 
rural women and the need for designing special programmes 
for them, the Women's Organization of Iran, (WOI) formed a 
Research Croup for Functional Literacy and Training in 1973 
with the assistance of UNESCO. This research group was re- 
sponsible for the execution of the Experimental Functional 
L it eracy Pro j ect for Women in Saveh Shares tan . 

The objectives of the project were to determine the 
needs of rural women; develop effective methods and materials 
for the education and training of rural women throughout the 
country; and test the effectiveness of functional literacy 
methods in meeting the needs of rural women. Another major 
concern of the Research Group was to promote the social and 
econom ic in tegrat ion o f women into Iranian society. 

The area chos en for the ex per imen ta 1 pro j ect was the 
Sharestan of Saveh, some 120 knis south and east of Tehran. 
The Shares tan consists of 7JJ villages with a total rura 1 
population of 93,337 inhabitants. Of that number, 17,8^9 
were literate (19.1%). The literacy rate among women was 
only ^.9°/,. In terms of economic participation of women, 




only l'».27, of tIio women In the Sh;iro.srnn worn econotnica 1 ly 
nctlvG. 

Thn Experimental Project In Snveli tried to Intep^ratc 
llterncy with vnrlou.q anpects of life of n'rnl women no th;it 
they could apply it as a mean.i for improving their so c la I 
and economic lives. 

In d OS Ign Ing tlie echicn t Ion a I programme fo r the Savoh 
project, an effort was made to deteimlne the needs and the 
potential of the rural women In the area. An asse^ismcnt 
was also made of the types of servlc^es whlcli could he pro- 
vided hy In response to those noecis and which could also 
Improve tlie socl/il and economic lives of the women. 

Before the pro j ec t wa s In It la ted , has Ic d.a ta was co I - 
lected In the project area. One questionnaire was prcp/ired 
by the Research and Training Unit to collect Information 
about tlie population, about the potential of the area and 
of the exlstlnp, services. The characteristics of rural women 
as teachers and motf^ers, as producers and consumers were con- 
sidered In a second survey. 

The con ten t of the curr leu lum and the spec If lea t Ion of 
measurable objectives was determined by thn needs and Inter- 
ests of the tar j;Gt popula t Ion . For tills purpo se , the depre e 
of participant Interest In eacli sub jec t area was determined. 
The survey showed that rural women were Ihteresteci In such 
areas as sewing, cooking, knlttlnp,, general Information about 
Iran, carpet weaving, and communal hygiene. 
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All In Cei-dl sc ip 1 i nary team was r espons ibl e fo r the de- 
ve lojHnen t of tex t s and teach Ing ma t er ia I s . Ma ter i a Is pre- 
para t ion was an on -go Ing process and the ma t er ia Is under- 
went a niiinher of revisions and modifications. The iiiateriais 
were developed on the basis of the principles of function- 
ality, participation and integration. Besides relating the 
materials to the needs and problems of participants, an 
attedipt was made to integrate all the educational materials 
into a meaningful whole. 

Content of the instructional sequences was determined 
by t.ie measurable objectives in relation to general and 
technical content and in conjunction with the teaching of 
the three R* s . Th ir ty- three sequences were prepared . Each 
sequence consisted of three sections; general and technical 
content, language and mathematics. Teacher related materials 
were designed for each of the 33 sequences. 

The project was operational in 17 villages. Thirty- 
five instructors and six trainers were selected from among 
the women in the villages. A three week draining programme 
was conducted in order to familiarize the Instructional 
staff with principles of the programme and its curriculum. 
Inservice training every two weeks during the course of 
the progranune f ac il 1 ta ted regular and con t inuous trainln'^ of 
the teach ing staff. 

From the beginning of the teaching process, evaluation 
was conducted on a continual basis. On the basis of the results

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In 1971, a Special Rural De velopiaiiu i: Prograimue (SKDF^ 
was inlLiaLed in Mb ere, ILinbu DlsLricc. The iirea is one which 
i"ece't.v(^s little rainfiill and consequently hay low a^',r i cu 1 Lu t - 
al production. There is a high, rate of male mi [^ration from 
the area and over 80% of the population above age 20 is 
1 1 1 iterate . 

The SRDP waii an attempt to bring about an intcj^rat<3d 
developniei\ t in the rura 1 areas through gr ea ter pa r t ic i pa- 
tionof the officials and of local people. Rural develop- 
ment. !iad been defined by the Government of Kenya in 1970 as 
"the social and economic transformation of all its people." 
SRDP was especially designed to develop the capacity of 
the local people to work for themselves through tlie use of 
tlie training opportunities and Intensive self-help programme. 
Of particular significance to rural development was the pro- 
vision of training and education for adu^its, Functional 
literacy was geared to the improvement af the general occupa- 
tions of the people and formed a major component of the SRDP, 

The literacy prograirjne - did not concern itself only with 
teaching reading, writing and ar itlunetic but related these 
"skills to other adult needa such as knowledge about changes 
in farming and other related areas, and attitudinal change. 

In the functional literacy course the specific objective 
was for the adults to acquire a vocabulary of 1,500 words. 
This capacity was to be increased by a guided follow-up 
programme of one year ' s dura t ion ,

Conse- 
qiion t ly , a func t iona 1 literacy prop,ramme was des igned in 
order ta s treng then the 11 teracy skills of fa rmer s thus 
enabliriR them to be stronger members of newly formed co- 
operatives, b Ikewise , func ti ona 1 li teracy was in teg r a ted 
with programmes designed for the int roduct ion of new crops 
and improved agricultural practices. As malnutrition was 
another problem i.n the area, nutrition and f am i 1 y plann ing 
education were other progrannnes tliat could have a literacy 
component . 

tieeds assessment was conchicted by a UNHSCO adviser liased 
at national project headquarters. Information was collected 
tlirough meetings with provincial anti district officials. 
Little a t tent ion was g iven to onsu I t a t i on v;i Lh the target 
population. Curriculum preparation was ttius based on con- 
sultation at the provincial level. The foreign rdviser 
had the overall responsibility f(U" deciding the content and 
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Lhe [lie t luxlo 1 o[;y for L ho prepara C Ion of tUtd cuiv i culum . 

Ins Ctuc LOL' 3 for t:lie progranuiie were ijelecLed from among 
furnjcjl school Leachers and agriculLural and healiih ex Lens Ion 
ageniy. There was a trainer for every 10-15 ceiures wliose 
job it was Co train Llie insCrucCors. Initial f.raining for 
hoLh Che Lraineis and the instructors was given by die pro- 
ject officers from Nairobi, with the help of a UNI-SCO ad- 
viser. Training included the preparation of basic materials 
Co be used In the cor*: res. 

Monitoring of Lhe Mbere Project was a concern of all 
of the staff ranging from those at the nar.ional headquarters 
down to the literacy class Instructors in the centres. In 
197 5. the Lnstitut:e of Development Studies at tlie University 
of Nairobi carried out an evaluation study of the SRDP , The 
study made far reaching recommendations on the basis of the 
shortcomings of the programme. The need for designing ma- 
terials in the language used in Mbere was empliasized. This 
recoimnenda t ion was made because of the choice of Kiswahili 
as t!ie language in which the materials were t^ritten despite 
the fact that the majority of potential participants of 
literacy programmes in Mbere did not speak the language. 

The report also stated that perhaps the programme was 
a bit too ambitious as it not only tried to teach partici- 
pants new knowledge about farming and household management 
but it also a t tempted to teach them a new language .

Functional Literacy Fxpcrionco In a Groundnut nnci 
Cereal Operation In ttall 

Since indepondonco, the Covprnment of Mall ban placed 
considerable empbasia on promoting agricultural diversifica- 
tion and on increasing agr leu 1 turca I production. In 1972, 
a national decree declared tbat development programmes should 
devote themselves to Increasing rural productivity tbrough 
every possible means. 

The creation of the Groundnut and Cereal Crop Station 
grew out of n need to design n project which would meet

I'rom Inception, the Groundnut and Cereal Or op Sta- 

tion Operati on Arachtde et Cultures Vlvrl eres, (OACV) , took 
an interest in all the aspects of tiie lives of the people 
living within its ::one of intervention. Its major aim was 
not only that of economic gain but also of tlie well being 
of all the participants of the programme. OACV intended 
to turn interested peasants into truly modern farmers who 
could not only Increase production but also learn to manage 
it. Functional literacy was regarded as the only educational 
system tliat could bri[ig about this overall development. 

The literacy programme in OAC'v had its beginnings as 
a m Icro- exper Iment . It arose out of a precise need: that 
of enabling farmers to control the marketing of their ground- 
nut production and that of bringing them to trust the ground- 
nut purchasing teams of OACV. As Chinese scales had been 
imported for use and these were distrusted by the farmers, 
the literacy prograiiune was geared to the uniler stand ing of

As production was a major concern, agricultural 
extension tlieriies recurred frequently In the booklets. tJext 
In order of lmi)ortance and [)r escntation in the booklets 
was health education. Only one civic education theme was 
presented: the payment of taxes. 

Special materials were developed for the animators work- 
ing in the programme. These Included a complete set of cards 
which offered guidance on technical Information for use irT 
the soc io- economi c and professional era in ing sess ions , and 
language natl arithemetlc cards along with the Instructions 
for developing lessons.

The major advantages to si»ch an approach were' f elt to 
be the accuracy and relevance of the materials which re- 
flected a consensus of a mul t id Isc ipl inar y team; the speed 
achieved through a shortened editing time a:nd the validity 
of the selection of main problems for consideration by repre- 
sentatives of all agencies and departments entering into the 
CO 1 labora t i on . 

The teaching approach used was one in which discussion 
was a key element. Discussion prior to the lesson provided 
valuable inf orma tlon to the Instructor and served as a basis 
for the introduction of new material. Discussion also gave 
confidence to the learners as it made them active participants 
in the teaching process. 

The pilot project ran for a period of two years. After 
that time, it was expanded into a national undertaking. 
While the necessity for revision of some of the progranunes 
was seen; pressure was greater to produce relevant teaching 
programmes for the dif f er ent econom leal zones of the country. 

The results of the pretesting of one of the programmes, 
Hom^ Econom ics , is presented in this study . Such pre teis t ing

Joctlves, and a net of assumptionr; about atiulL learners and 
their existing conditions in the Thai soc io -cu 1 tur al context. 
Educational planners formulated a philosophy for this pro- 
gramme to insure that the curriculum, the learning materials,

the Leachei' chaining strategies and the ins true L i.oiia 1 tech- 
niques to be used would be 'guided by a conunon set of goals. 

The new pliilosophy deveiopeti foi* ttie functional literacy 
progranune was- based on previous Division programme experi- 
ences and a careful consideration of dominant Thai Buddhist 
values. This philosophy sought to promote greater self re- 
liance in learning among adults. A process known as "hhid 
pen" was promoted to the, learners in developing the necessary 
cools needed to work towards the level of harmony desired 
in the pbJ^losophy. A "khid pen" person was considered as 
one who approached a problem and sought potential solutions 
Co it by considering or analyzing daca about: his personal 
situation, including liis capabilities, weaknesses, resources 
and values;' liis environment, including his community's social, 
cultural, political and physical conditions; and the best 
accumulated knowledge available relating to tlie issue and 
its potential solutions. 

In 1971, the Adult Education Division initiated the 
experimental functional literacy progranune in the northern 
provinces oj Lampang and Phrae, also known as region 8. The 
main reason for selecting these two prov/inces was their re- 
latively high rate of illiteracy. Baseline surveys were 
conducted in order to obtain data on village living conditions.

A special handbook was developed for teachers. Ic 
was designed Co suggest different ways in which the teachers 
could conduct classes witliout relying on die traditional 
methods of lecturing. The handbook contained lesson cards 
that were to be distributed to learners. It also presented 
the rationale of the lesson, ol)jective3 and suggested issues 
for discussion. 

Due to financial resources and manpower, the Division 
was unable to ma in t a in a s true tured forma C ive eva lua t ion 
prograiiune. Through periodic follow-up meetings with teachers 
and supervisory personnel, die Division has received ade- 
quate feedback about the effectiveness of curriculum con- 
tent. On the basis of these discussion sessions, revisions 
have been made in the curriculum each year. 

While the Division has sought ways of making the cur- 
riculum content more relevant to learner and community 
needs, these efforts liave been hampered by highly central- 
ized curriculum approval mechanisms and concerns with stan- 
dardization. In the near future, however, about A0% of 
the func t ionn 1 literacy curriculum will vary from r eg ion 
to reg ion and will perhaps r equ ire approva 1 at the r egiona 1 
level ratlier than at the national level. Such reforms, while 
Important , will in th ems elves be insufficient. Ult ima t e ly , 
re leva nee can only be achiev to a satisfactory degree 
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when tone her 5; nnd lo.irnerr, ,iro or\cnMrnf',e(l to ndnpt cho ir.v^tie.s 
poned in nnch lonr.on to t:!ioir pnrticiilar iioeris nnd seek, 
on tlioir own, rJio nrcosnnry rrsoni-cr.q, i n fo rrna t i onn 1 nnd 
oChorv/lso, tlinf: tihoy require to resolve t;l\osG Isr^ucs.

Some general principles and rules 
of evaluation 

Some general rules and principles of educational evalu- 
ation may be useful to state here: 

1. The need for evaluation should arise from the need 
to improve instructional materials or over-all curriculum 
planning and implementation. The feedback made available 
by evaluation must be ac tual ly used In decision niaking to 
improve the f unc t Ion ing of the current ins true tiona 1 sy s tem 
or for the designing of a new Ins true t lo *al cycle or a new 
program. If this Is not done, thet e is no Justification at . 
all for conducting evaluation.^ Related with the preceding 

is the principle that evaluation should be looking for 
causes and not for culprits. The whole purpose of evalua- 
tion Is to find out why something happened or did not happen, 
and how could one Intervene to obtain preferred results' In 
the future. 

2. Evaluation should not be conducted for a project 
or a program as an afterthought; and should not be con- 
ceptualized as an activity separate from the program. Evalu- 
ation should be built Into the program. It should become 

an Integral part of the program Itself. All curriculum

3. Evnluntlon should not be narrowly conceived to In- 
volve only that feedback which Is hnsed on numbers and on 
the statistical treatment of numbers. Evaluation Is the , 
process whereby experience Is systematized and objectified. 
The only way to do so Is not by assigning numerical values 
to oiir experiences and by treating It: statistically. Evnlu- 
ators may use botli quantitative techniques of data collec- 
tion and naturalistic teclinlques of data collection. They 
may use judgment al data , observa tlona 1 da ta , or performance 
data to get the picture of wha t Is fiappen Ing to lea rners 
and c ommunj. ties .

An evaluation of the curricMlntn development process 
Itself must involve a comparison between the process actually 
employed, and some model process that can nerve as a norm 
or standard. Tlits means that a model of tlie curriculum pro- 
cess must exist wl t!i v^hich most experts In the area of cur- 
riculum development agree. This also means that a clear and 
articulated description of processes actually employed in 
curriculum development within a particular program must have 
been developed. Then the discrepancies must be found and 
judgmental statements made about hte adequacies and inade- 
quacies of the processes used. Discrepancies may have to 
found by a group of experts wlio may use both classical and 
naturalistic approaches to Inquiry, including those of in- 
vestigative J ou r na 1 1 srn . 

Judging the proc ess by th e procfuct . An alternative 
approach to the evaluation of the ciirrlculum development 
process may bo that of Judging the process by the products 
that resulted. If the products are acceptable, tiie process 
must have boon adequate. The curriculum design, Ins trr»c t lona 1 
materials, currictilum units and modules may be shown to two 
different groups of people: (a) experts and (b) users. 



Their coauiieiiCs may be recorded and analyzed in regard to 
the adequacy or inadequacy of the curriculum as it has 
emerged. 

EvaluaLir\p; curriculum objectives 

The evaluation of curricular objectives could be ap- 
pro a c!\ed in three diffei'ent ways: 

Ask the experts . Ask the experts what they think of 
the set of curriculum objectives developed by the program. 

Ask the learnei's . This is another name fof the process 
of needs assessment. Do a needs assessment with learners 
at various levels and thus obtain a validation of the objec- 
tives being proposed for the program. 

Drawing power of objectives . Evaluate your curriculum 
objectives by their drawing power. Are they able to draw 
learners to the program; and, once they are there, are the 
objectives able to make them stay? 

Evaluating the effectiveness of training 
for literacy teachar or supervisors 

Three different approaches can be employed for the 
evaluation of training effectiveness which can also be seen 
as a problem of curriculum evaluation: 

Exp o r t eva lua t ion . An evaluation consultant n\ay be 
invited to come and examine ^tha training design in the con- 
text of the over-all functional literacy program; and to 
evaluate training objectives , training strategies , content .
